TRIBUTES have been 
paid to a “bright and 
bubbly” youth worker 
killed in a crash on the 
A14. 

Keziah Smit, 20, of fub- 
ilee Terrace, Ely, was dri¬ 
ving her Renault Clio when 
it collided with a Mercedes 
articulated lorry which was 
parked in a layby near the 
junction with the All, 
between Newmarket and 
Kentford. 

Her vehicle went under the 
lorry in the incident, which hap¬ 
pened at 6.30pm last Wednesday. 
She was pronounced dead at the 
scene. 

Miss Smit was a Christian 
youth worker for the Youth for 
Christ organisation, travelling 
around churches and schools in 
the Ely and Newmarket area to 
help promote religious studies. 

She was also a youth worker at 
the Christ Church in Moreton 
Hall, Bury St Edmunds. She was 
on her way there when the coll¬ 
ision happened. 

Miss Smit was engaged to Alex 
Theobald, 27, a fellow youth 



worker at the Suffolk-based 
church and they planned to get 
married in October. 

Her fiance is currently volun¬ 
teering in Laos, South East Asia, 
where the couple planned to help 
develop a missionary movement 
together in the future. 

Miss Smit’s parents, who live in 
Harlow, heard about her death 
just hours after it happened and 
Mr Theobald has also been told 
the news. 

The Reverend Patrick Brandon, 
of The Oliver Tree Fellowship in 
Silver Street, Ely, said: “Keziah was 
such an amazing young woman. 

“She was full of life wherever 
she went and whatever she did 


and so many people know her. 

“She was full of sparkle and was 
always laughing - she will be 
hugely missed. 

“Her and her partner had such 
ambition and it is just so sad that 
she has been taken from us so 
young.” 

Miss Smit also worked with 
vulnerable teenagers, many of 
whom she tried to help through 
religion. 

Rev Jonathan Ford, vicar of the 
Christ Church in Moreton Hall, 
said: “Keziah was a committed 
Christian who was intelligent and 
outgoing. 

“She was so bright and bubbly. 
Everyone is in total shock about 
what has happened and she will 
be greatly missed. 

“We have all known her for 
around a year, but in that short 
time she has truly touched our 
hearts with her kindness and 
ambition.” 

Her funeral will be at 2pm on 
Monday at Christ Church, Mor¬ 
ton Hall. The family has asked 
that floral tributes instead be 
given as donations to Newmarket 
and District Youth for Christ, 9 
Mill Lane, Fordham, Ely, CB7 
5NH. 

The driver of the lorry in the 
crash was unhurt.

Raising awareness 
runs in the family 


A FAMILY will don their 
running shoes in memory of 
their teenage niece and 
cousin. 

John Soanes, 42, from Ely, 
and daughters, Kirsty, 27, 
Courtney, 16, and Kayley, 14, 
have just started training for 
this year’s Bupa Great North 
Run on September 19. 

The sprightly foursome will 
be raising cash for charity 
Diabetes UK after their niece 
and cousin, Sam Sinclair, 
died following complications 
with Type 1 diabetes last 
year, aged just 19. 

Sam’s mum, Tania, 51, 
twin brother, Scott Sinclair, 

20, and aunt Shiree Ciani, 54, 
will also join John and Kirsty 
in the 13-mile event, while 
younger cousins, Courtney 
and Kayley will take part in 
the junior run. 

Sam, from York, became ill 
in November last year after 
developing Type 1 diabetes. 

She had not been 
diagnosed or treated and had 
a pulmonary embolism - a 
blockage of the main artery 
of the lung - as a result of the 
disease. 

The embolism led to a 
heart attack which left Sam in 
a coma for three days before 
she died. 

Mr Soanes, Sam’s uncle, 
said: “Sam’s death came as 


such a shock-she was a 
healthy vibrant young woman 
with her whole life ahead of 
her. 

“She dreamed of being a 
police officer and shortly 
before she died had been for 
an interview for a community 
support officer. 

“Just a fortnight after her 
tragic death, we all found out 
she had been successful in 
her application.” 

The family now hope to 
save the lives of other young 
people by raising awareness 
of Type 1 diabetes, and a 
Samantha Sinclair Tribute 
Fund has been set up in her 
memory. 

Lisa Stafford, regional 
fundraising officer for 
Diabetes UK, said: “The 
united determination of Tania 
and her family is 
inspirational. Together the 
family hope to raise around 
£2,500. 

“Running for us means we 
can continue to fund vital 
research and improve the 
lives of people with 
diabetes.”

Thieves target 
shut-down pub

A VILLAGE pub, forced to 
close temporarily because 
of the credit crunch, has 
been targeted by thieves. 

The Anchor, in Little Down¬ 
ham, was once a thriving drink¬ 
ing hole packed full of local 
patrons. 

But William Bradley, the pub’s 
licensee, has been forced to 
temporarily close the premises 
due to the recession. 

But he was dealt another blow 
last week when criminals smas¬ 
hed their way into the building, in 
Main Street. 

Hundreds of pounds worth of 
alcohol and cigarettes were stolen 
after the offenders broke in 
through a window. They also 
made an unsuccessful bid to raid 
fruit machines using a disc cutter. 

The incident happened some 
time between June 4 and June 9 
and has left Mr Bradley in “comp¬ 
lete shock”. 

Speaking to the Weekly News, 
Mr Bradley, who took over the 
pub in 2008, said: “I just don’t 
know what the future holds for 
the pub. 


“I am desperately trying to find 
another solution to keep it going 
but I have had to temporarily 
close it down. 

“The pub industry is in a really 
bad way and the pub has crippled 
me financially - it is such a big 
struggle. 

“A lot of people are quick to 
blame the breweries but is a 
combination of everything, 
including business rates and 
utility bills. I have spent so much 
money on it over the last two 
years but the pub is still not 
turning over a profit. 

“I would love to see the pub 
taken over by someone and 
brought back to life for the village 
but I just don’t know what will 
happen.” 

Mr Bradley is pleading with 
Punch Taverns, which owns the 
pub, to secure the premises

properly to prevent further break- 
ins. 

He said: “I am in complete 
shock about the break-in - it just 
shows that anything can happen 
and they obviously knew nobody 
was there.” 

A spokeswoman for Punch 
Taverns said: “It is always our 
priority that our pubs remain 
open for trade and serving the 
community around them. 

“We are currently in discuss¬ 
ions with our licensee at The 
Anchor and not in a position to 
provide further comment at this 
stage.” 

Mr Bradley is now calling for a 
“rescue package” to prevent the 
pub closing permanently.

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School growth plan to 
meet spaces shortfall

TWO schools will be extended in a 
bid to combat East Cambridge¬ 
shire’s rapidly-growing shortage of 
primary places. 

Plans for Spring Meadow Infant School, in 
Ely, and The Weatheralls Community 
Primary School, in Soham, to expand have 
now been given the go-ahead, despite 
concerns about the effects it could have on 
existing pupils. 

The schools will each have an additional 
30 reception places added to them by 
September 1, making The Weatheralls the 
joint biggest primary school in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire with a total of 630 pupils. 

The decision was made at Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council’s cabinet on Tuesday. 

It comes after East Cambridgeshire was 
highlighted as an area with the greatest 
predicted pressure on primary school 
places. 

A third primary school in Soham is also 
due to open in 2013 to cater for growing 
demand. 

Cllr David Harty, who has responsibility 
for learning, admitted there were “some 
concerns” about big schools, especially that 
they can be “intimidating” for younger 
pupils. 

But he insisted it would provide “greater 
stability and flexibility” and better potential 
for “extended learning” out of school hours. 

He also warned that if the plans were not 
approved “very young children would be 
transported out of the town, which has 
proved very unpopular with parents when it 
has happened elsewhere”. 

Spring Meadow will now be able to 
provide 360 places overall, an increase from 
its current 270 places. 

The county council said a consultation 
was held with the school organisation, but 
no written responses were submitted. 

A consultation was also carried out at The 
Weatheralls, and there were three written 
responses expressing concerns about the 
size of the expansion and its effects on 
existing pupils and the town’s secondary 
school. 

But in supporting the plans, Cllr John 
Powley said: “There are some other schools 
which have 630 pupils and have been 
successful, and I have no reason to think 
this would not be successful as well.”

Too-tall van causes traffic chaos for commuters

A VAN driver was left red¬ 
faced on Tuesday after getting 
his vehicle stuck under a 
railway bridge. 

Emergency services were 
called to the bridge near Ely 
Railway Station after the van 
became wedged, despite 
warning signs about height 
restrictions. 

Police were called to the 
bridge just after 7am after 
reports that the Mercedes box 
van had become stuck. 

But officers were unable to 
remove the vehicle and called 
firefighters for assistance. 

One crew from Ely and a 
rescue vehicle from Cam¬ 
bridge finally managed to free 
the van just after 11.30am. 

Brett Mills, watch manager 
at Ely Fire Station, said the 


van was freed by cutting holes 
in the roof in order to reduce 
the pressure. 

He added: “We would urge 
people who are out and about 
on the roads to be aware of 
vehicle height restrictions. 

“If you are in doubt, do not 
take the risk and take an 
alternative route instead.” 

The incident caused chaos 
for motorists and rail com¬ 
muters for almost three hours. 

A number of similar in¬ 
cidents have occurred at the 
bridge over the years. 

Last March, the East of 
England Ambulance Service 
even banned its new fleet of 
emergency vehicles from 
going under the bridge over 
fears of limited headroom. 


Police search after 
cash box is stolen 

ROBBERS fled to Ely after stealing a cash box 
containing a large sum of money. 

The incident happened at about 3pm on 
Tuesday, June 8, as a security firm worker was 
picking up the cash from Ridgeons, in Nuffield 
Road, Cambridge.

The car is believed to have turned on to 
Milton Road and then the AJO to Ely, where it 
then parked opposite the One Stop shop in West 
End, Ely, at about 3.45pm. 

Both men walked away from the vehicle 
towards St Mary’s Street and Cambridge Road. 

The robbers were described as wearing grey 
hooded tops and grey tracksuit bottoms. 

DC Matt Bailey, investigating, said: “I am 
appealing for anyone who was in the area when 
this robbery happened to consider if they saw 
the men described or anything suspicious. 

“We know there were people in Ely when the 
car was abandoned and we have not yet 
recovered the cashbox. 

“Anyone with information about either of 
these lines of inquiry should not hesitate to 
contact me.”

A N intrepid trekker 
whose father is 
battling cancer will 
take on a gruelling climbing 
mission to help others 
suffering with the disease. 

Marc Hunt, from Littleport, is 
gearing up for the Three Peaks 
Challenge not only to put his 
stamina to the test, but to raise 
money for Cancer Research UK. 

The 22-year-old’s father, 
Christopher, was diagnosed with 
bowel cancer but is now 
undergoing extensive 
chemotherapy after it spread to his 
lungs. 

Mr Hunt now wants to help 
others suffering with the disease by 
tackling the peaks challenge, which 
he says has been a lifelong 
ambition. 

foining him will be friends Iain 
Robinson and Scott Buddie, both 22 
and from Cambridge. 

The trio will set out on their 
testing adventure tomorrow and 
hope to raise around £3,000 
between them for the charity. 

Mr Hunt, who works at the Co- 
Op store in Littleport, said: “For as 
long as I can remember I have 
always wanted to take on the Three 
Peaks Challenge. 

“I have climbed the mountains 


separately but to do all three of 
them in 24 hours is going to be 
tough. 

“Neither Iain or Scott have done 
anything like this before but as a 
team, we will all hopefully get 
through it together. 

“With dad having cancer it just 
made sense to raise money for a 
charity that is close to my heart and 
hopefully we will not only do 
something that we desperately 
want to do, but also help people 
who are battling cancer. 


“I know it won’t necessarily help 
my father personally but it helps 
Cancer Research continue the 
amazing work they do.” 

The challenge will see the trio 
start by climbing Ben Nevis in 
western Scotland, which is 1,344 
metres (4,049ft) high. They will then 
travel to the Lake District to tackle 
Scafell Pike at 978 metres (3,209 ft). 

Snowdon, in north Wales, at 1,085 
metres (3,560ft), will be last 
In all, the challenge involves 
around 26 miles (42km) of ascent 


and descent on foot, with total 
travel approaching 480 miles 
(765km) - all of which must be 
completed within 24 hours. 

Mr Hunt said: “Climbing three 
mountains in one day will be no 
easy task but it will actually be the 
traffic conditions on the road that 
could jeopardise completing the 
challenge on time. 

“But I am quite optimistic that we 
will succeed.”

‘Shabby’ place 
set for revamp

A “SHABBY and drab” area of 
Ely's city centre could soon 
get a major facelift. 

The City of Ely Council says the 
Market Place is in urgent need of 
attention and is investigating plans 
to give the “wasted” space a 
makeover. 

While discussions are still in the 
very early stages, councillors insist 
something must be done. 

Among the suggestions are build¬ 
ing elaborate water fountains and 
eventually knocking down and re¬ 
designing the building which is 
currently home to estate agents 
Tucker Gardner and shops Millets 
and Yarn on the Square. 

A permanent tree could also be 
placed in the centre of Market Place. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, former 
mayor of Ely and city councillor, 
said: “The council is determined to 
see our Market Place enhanced and 
we need new life injecting into it. 

“I am sure many people will agree 
that it is quite a shabby and drab 
space that is currently wasted the 
majority of the time. 

“We need it to be somewhere 
where people want to be, not just

somewhere they walk across. 

“I think we need more seating so 
that people can actually enjoy the 
space and features like more 
planting, water features and 
children’s activities so that it is a 
place for families. 

“The Market Place needs to be a 
vibrant key area of the city that is 
user friendly and I am afraid to say 
that is not something Ely currently 
has. 

“The ancient building where 
Tucker Gardner and the others are 


located also needs modernising, 
either by being rebuilt or by being 
completely revamped as it is 
nothing but unattractive.” 

The city council says it will 
discuss the ideas in the coming 
months and may launch a public 
consultation later in the year. 

Talk of a revamp is not new. 
Discussions about the look and 
design of Market Place were 
launched several years ago but 
failed to get off the ground. 

Despite issues, such as possible 
piping and electricity cables 
underneath the area, the council 
now wants to bring the proposals 
back into the spotlight. 

City councillor Brian Ashton, the 
mayor of Ely, said: “A few years ago, 
plans were brought forward by the 
owner of the property on Market 
Place to completely modify and 
partially extend it. 

“We don’t know how these 
proposals have been progressing 
but we would welcome the prospect 
of this matter being brought into 
the public realm again if the owner 
is willing to do so. 

“The Market Place is a bland 
space that is in need of some sort of 
facelift and we need to work to 
make it a beautiful, central space in 
the longterm.”

Sir, I stood for East Cambridgeshire 
District Council in 1999 because I 
did not like the way decisions were 
being taken behind closed doors. 
The sale of land for housing 
development by the river in Ely was 
being pushed through on the quiet, 
and the sale was hurried through, a 
week before the election. I wanted 
to open things up, so that decision¬ 
making would become more 
transparent. 

When the Lib Dems took control of 
the district council, the first 
decision was to buy back a part of 
the land, which is now Jubilee 
Gardens. Another early decision 
was to have all council meetings 
open to the public, and to start all 
meetings with a public question 
time. This was practical democracy. 
When changes to local government 
introduced a system of mayors or 
cabinets, an amendment was 
initiated by a Lib Dem peer in the 
House of Lords, allowing small 
councils to retain the committee 
system, and East Cambs is the only 
council locally which fits the bill. 
Very few councillors who have the 
cabinet system like it (only, I 
suspect, members of the cabinet). 
In proposing a cabinet system for 
the district council, the 
Conservatives clearly want to make 
official their arrogant policy of 
deciding before consulting. 
However, they have had to step 
down several times on important 
issues, which have been reversed 
by opposition within the council, 
and by public indignation. 

The council offices remain near the 
centre of Ely, the Masterplan has 
come into the open, ADeC 
continues to fly the flag for the arts, 
the future of the Ely markets is 
being reviewed and there is strong 
opposition to moving the sports 
centre out of town. Long live our 
committees, which give the public 
the right to be present, to question 
and to listen as decisions are taken.

but it just seeps through. Some days we 
have to scrub the room three times just to 
try and reduce it and with the warm 
weather we had recently there have been 
maggots. 

“Cambridge Housing Society should be 
disgusted for not sorting this by now - it is 
a disgrace.” 

Her carer, Miss Shaw, said: “Charlotte’s 
health is bad enough as it is and she is not 
in a good way right now. 

“This disgusting situation, which has 
absolutely nothing to do with her pets, is 
making things unbearable for her. 

“This has gone on for too long now and 
I think the only answer is to re-house her.” 

But Cambridge Housing Society insists 
staff have been working to solve the issue. 

Alan Jones, interim operations director 
for the society, said: “Being aware of the 
complaints of a smell in Miss Brown’s 
home, we have arranged a visit from an 
environmental health officer, have 
engaged a drainage specialist who used 
CCTV to check the drains and a specialist 
deodorisation company for their advice. 

“All of these investigations have 
indicated that there are no external causes 
for the smell. 

“Advice currently is that the smell may 
be caused by the pets she keeps at her 
home. 

“We are continuing the dialogue with 
her in an effort to find an agreeable 
solution.” 


A WOMAN has become em¬ 
broiled in a bitter row with her 
landlord over the horrendous 
stench of urine in her flat. 

Charlotte Brown, 29, claims her life is 
being made a “living nightmare” by mould 
and ammonia fumes coming through the 
ceiling and walls of her lounge. 

Miss Brown, of Chiefs Street, Ely, insists 
the problems started when the resident in 
the flat above her bought home a puppy 
and dog urine started to seep down into 
one corner of her living room. 

The resident has since moved out but 
for months, Miss Brown and her carer 
Natalie Shaw say they have done 
everything in their power to remove the 
smell, which is now attracting large 
numbers of flies. 

They say the situation has got so bad 
that Miss Brown, who suffers with severe 
depression, has now emptied the living 
room and only lives in her bedroom, 
bathroom and kitchen. 

She is now taking legal action and 
demanding that Cambridge Housing 
Society re-house her, her border terrier 
Buster and her pet cats. 

But the society claims it is Miss Brown’s 
pets that are causing the problems. 

Miss Brown said: “I can’t take any more 
of this - my life has become a living 
nightmare. I am living in just three rooms 
at the moment and every day in that flat is 
just miserable.

Cllr Bill Hunt is furious 
with East Cambridgeshire 
District Council (ECDC) 
over the way it has sought 
views on plans for a shake- 
up of decision-making 
procedures. 

The consultation was 
launched last month and 
runs until August 2. 

But Cllr Hunt claims not 
enough information about 
the proposals is available 
and people are missing out 
on the chance to raise their 
views. 

As reported in the Week¬ 
ly News, Conservatives at 
the council are investigat¬ 
ing plans for a cabinet- 
style local government 
system. 

Under the current sys¬ 
tem, the majority of dec¬ 
isions are made by comm¬ 
ittees of councillors from 
all parties. 

But the authority could 
move to a leader and cab¬ 
inet or a directly-elected 
mayor and cabinet-style 
system. 

If passed, the changes 
could see up to eight Tories

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making decisions on 
everything from planning 
applications to recycling 
issues without opposition 
input, which Liberal Dem¬ 
ocrats have already said 
would have a “devastating” 
impact on decision-mak¬ 
ing. 

Cllr Hunt, a Tory, said it 
was vital people in the 
district had their say, 
something he claimed was 
not being made easy by 
the council. 

He said: “The council 
needs to be posting quest¬ 
ionnaires through people’s 
doors and setting up stalls 
in the Market Place where 
people of all ages can 
access the information, 
not just putting some 
leaflets in local libraries 
and at the council offices. 

“I went to Ely Library 
last week and there was 
not even a stand there, just 
two measly leaflets on a 
shelf. How is this consult¬ 
ation meant to be a succ¬ 
ess with a pathetic effort 
like that? 

“We need thousands of 
posters and leaflets all over 
the place, not two of them 
on a shelf where nobody 
can find them.” 

Mr Hunt, who rep¬ 


resents the Stretham ward, 
is urging the council to 
consider more effective 
ways of distributing the 
information. 

But fohn Hill, chief exec¬ 
utive of ECDC, hit back at 
the criticism, insisting the 
authority is doing enough 
to promote the consult¬ 
ation. 

Mr Hill said: “At the start 
of the consultation, posters 
and leaflets were sent to 
libraries across the district 
and, as always when we 
consult with the public, we 
checked with the library 
service to see whether they 
required any more. 

“Following this, Cllr 
Hunt contacted officers at 
the council on Tuesday, 
fune 1 regarding low supp¬ 
lies of the consultation 
leaflet in Ely Library. 

“A further 150 leaflets 
were printed, taken to the 
library and staff told us 
how they had assisted 
many members of the 
public with accessing the 
information. 

“To promote the con¬ 
sultation, the council has 
put a lot of information on 
our website, produced 
leaflets which are available 
in a number of public 
spaces, as well having 
officers who are happy to 
help anyone with quest¬ 
ions.” 
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Group forms for 
cottage revamp 


HOPES of giving an 
historic building a 
much-needed make¬ 
over are moving for¬ 
ward 

But councillors are 
being urged not to rush 
into a decision over the 
future of Ely’s Maltings 
Cottage. 

The listed building, 
located on Waterside to 
the left of The Maltings, 
was built as a gift to the 
people of Ely and is own¬ 
ed by East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council. 
(ECDC) 

Before national con¬ 
ferencing and banqueting 
company Leith’s took over 
The Maltings last year, 
employees at the social 
hub used the cottage as a 
mini canteen and storage 
area. 

But since the takeover, 
the building has been 
locked up and left empty. 

As reported in the 
Weekly News, the City of 
Ely Council and other 
community leaders called 
for the cottage to be re¬ 
opened earlier this year -

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and now plans are mov¬ 
ing forward. 

ECDC invited members 
of the Ely Perspective 
Group, many of whom are 
city councillors, to tour 
the building and their 
ideas have been incor¬ 
porated into a letter to 
John Hill, chief executive 
of ECDC. 

Now both authorities 
and the Ely Perspective 
Group are set to work 
together to decide how 
the cottage can be rest¬ 
ored to its former glory. 

Cllr Philip Eden, chair¬ 
man of the perspective, 
said: “Members of the 
perspective have had a 
good look around the 
cottage and our views 
have now been given to 
the district council. 

“The building is hist¬ 
oric, beautiful and was 
given to Ely as a gift so we 
need to be making the 
most of it. 

“We will be working 
with the district council 
to make sure this building 


is brought back to its 
former glory and for the 
benefit of the local 
community.” 

Ideas for the cottage so 
far include opening it as a 
cafe, an art gallery or a 
gift shop, and converting 
the first floor of the build¬ 
ing into flats. 

The former mayor of 
Ely, Cllr Richard Hobbs, 
thought it would make an 
ideal ice cream parlour 
and the district council 
has suggested turning the 
building into holiday lets. 

But Cllr Eden and his 
colleagues are against 
that plan. 

He said: “We don’t think 
it is necessary or the best 
idea to turn the cottage 
into holiday lets as that 
wouldn’t benefit the local 
community. 

“We all have some great 
ideas and it is now about 
working out which ones 
would work the most. 

“Things are moving 
forward but we should 
not rush into making a 
decision that we may 
later regret.”

The vibrations from the music 
can be felt in our flats. 

“There are now four blocks of resi¬ 
dential flats in the immediate vicinity

and others nearby. We feel that our 
quality of life is being threatened by this 
new move.”

Another resident, who did not want to 
be named, said: “Since The Glass House 
closed it has been like living in a 
different area. 

“There has been peace and quiet, and 
no trouble. 

“Forehill is the wrong place for a 
nightclub and all the rowdiness and 
trouble that comes with them. 

“We and many others dread the late- 
night screaming and litter that will 
return when this club is reopened.” 

The Weekly News contacted Cam¬ 
bridgeshire police about the new 
nightclub but they did not wish to 
comment. 

A spokesman for East Cambridgeshire 
District Council confirmed the building 
was already licensed for a nightclub but 
Mr Hammett would need a new licence 
if he wished to make changes to opening 
times.

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Bold Canary helps 
keep stories alive 


T he celebrated 
playwright and 
screenwriter Jonathan 
Harvey, best known for his 
hit film Beautiful Thing, 
makes his much 
anticipated return to the 
stage this week with his 
first full-length play, 

Canary. 

For the last few years, Harvey 
has concentrated on television 
work-including BBC2 comedies 
Gimme Gimme Gimme and 
Beautiful People, as well as a 
regular place on the Coronation 
Street writing team. But now, 
after nine years, he has returned 
to the theatre with a bang. 

Highly acclaimed by the 
critics, Canary is a brand-new, 


As he makes his return to the theatre after a nine-year break, the 
acclaimed stage and screenwriter Jonathan Harvey tells The Guide 
why his new play is the boldest thing he’s ever written - and his panic 
at condensing 50 years of Coronation Street into a single night 


unflinching story about family, 
honesty and forbidden love 
spanning four decades in 
Liverpool and London. 

Laced with magical touches 
and pitch black humour, Canary 
explores politics, policing and 
attitudes towards sexuality 
against the changing backdrop of 
modern Britain from 1960s, Mary 
Whitehouse’s Festival of Light, 
through the Thatcher years, and 
to the present day of civil 
partnerships and an equal age of 
consent. 

Canary was first 



commissioned for the Capital 
of Culture year (2008) but 
Harvey says he wasn’t happy 
with his first attempt. “I 
realised I hadn’t written the 
play I wanted to write,” he 
says. “So I threw it away and 
started from scratch and wrote 
the more ambitious and bolder 
piece I wanted to write. 

“I have long wanted to write 
a play that followed a few 
characters over a long period 
of time. I love the challenge 
and scope of that idea. I have 
seen many changes in how 
gay people have been treated 
over the years and allowed to 
live their lives, so it felt a 
natural thing to write about. I 
read lots of oral testimonies of 
gay men over the years and 
pieced together my characters 
from various experiences that 
those men had. 

“Gay people historically 
haven’t had children to pass 
their stories down to. AIDS 
wiped out so much of the gay 
community in the 80s and 
90s, and I wanted to make 
sure their stories were not 


forgotten either. Years ago I 
was interviewed by a radio DJ 
who told me that he’d had 
aversion therapy in the 60s 
and had then bumped into his 
therapist years later. That 
image had always stuck with 
me, and I wanted to write 
about that too. 

“It’s the boldest thing I’ve 
ever written,” Harvey says of 
the play, which premiered at 
the Liverpool Playhouse in 
April. “When trying to find a 
character that summed up 
how much has changed for 
gay men these days I looked 
to TV presenters such as John 
Barrowman and Graham 
Norton - gay men with no 
need to hide their sexuality 
who are hugely popular. That 
is how I came up with one of 
my characters, Russell, a 
successful TV host.” 

Canary is directed by 
BAFTA Award-winner Hettie 
Macdonald, who is reunited 
with Harvey, having directed 
both the original stage and film 
versions of his award-winning 
play, Beautiful Thing.

“She makes me work hard 
and constantly questions me, 
pushing to make the play 
better and better,” says Harvey. 
“This play is a nightmare to 
stage. Scores of characters 
and locations, but I was 
always confident Hettie would 
find a way to present it. The 
biggest challenge was to not 
confuse the audience. The play 
jumps backwards and 


forwards in time. 

“We had to find a way of 
doing this with the minimum of 
props and furniture and not 
have the audience wondering 
when and where each scene 
was set.” 

Harvey’s next theatre 
project will combine television 
and theatre, portraying 50 
years of Coronation Street in a 
single evening on stage as part 


of the soap’s anniversary 
celebrations. 

“It’s at the Lowry in 
Manchester in August,” he 
says. “50 years of Corrie in 
one night -1 must be mad!”

The big film 



GREENBERG (15,107 mins)

MISERY loves company - our 
company - in writer-director Noah 
Baumbach’s deeply depressing 
character study, based on a story 
conceived with his wife, actress 
Jennifer Jason Leigh. 

The film provides funnyman Ben Stiller 
with a rare opportunity to prove 
himself as an actor. 

Unfortunately, the gifted comedian 
doesn’t possess the emotional range 
to embody his nuanced role with 
conviction, undermining sterling work 
from the rest of the cast. 

Co-star Greta Gerwig, one of the 
leading lights of the low-budget, 
mumblecore indie film circuit, leads 
the way with a sweet, charming and at 
times heartbreaking performance that 
reveals the chinks in her character’s 
brittle armour. 

Regrettably the focal point of the film 
is Roger Greenberg (Stiller), a 40- 
year-old malcontent who walked away 
from a recording contract and 
potential fame and fortune with his 
band, Magic Marker. 

He gave up everything to become a 
carpenter - a useful trade to smooth 
out the rough edges of Stiller’s 


wooden performance. 

He moves temporarily to Los Angeles 
to house-sit for his brother Phillip 
(Messina) and keep an eye on the 
family dog, a German shepherd 
named Mahler. 

Phillip’s personal assistant Florence 
(Gerwig), who is still raw from a 
recent break-up, pops in every day to 
run errands and tend to the mutt. 

She is strangely drawn to Roger and 
the pair begin an off-on-off-on-off 
romance that does both of them more 
emotional damage than good. 
Meanwhile, Roger rebuilds bridges 
with former band-mate, Ivan (Ifans), 
and tries to motivate himself to build a 
dog kennel. 

Greenberg is unremittingly bleak and 
the central character doesn’t have one 


likeable facet. 

“I throw a party last minute and then I 
am disappointed when nobody 
comes,” laments Roger at one point. 
Surprisingly no one informs him that 
his noticeable lack of company is 
probably because he sucks the life out 
of a room simply by entering it. 

Why a beautiful young woman like 
Florence, emotionally wounded though 
she may be, would give him one 
glance, let alone two, is a mystery. 
“Life is wasted on... people,” 
proclaims Roger at one point - it’s 
certainly wasted on him because all 
he does is hurt the people around him 
without any thought for the 
repercussions. 

The end of this 107-minute therapy 
session cannot come quickly enough.

Make the most of patio 
climbers in containers 


I f you need height and 
colour on your patio 
and you have a couple 
of large pots to hand, 
there’s still time to plant a 
mixture of climbers to 
cover an obelisk or 
wigwam this summer to 
provide you with a riot of 
colour. 

Sweet peas are the most 
obvious choice and are still 
available in garden centres. Just 
a small pot of them should give 
you enough plants to cover 
canes or other supports and 
when they flower you should 
cut them regularly to give you 
the same scent and colour 
indoors as you’ll have outside. 

With sweet peas, the more 
you pick, the more prolific the 
flowering will become. Don’t let 
them run to seed or the plant 
takes that as an indicator that 
flowering is over and will stop 
producing more blooms. 

Some clematis work really 
well in pots and good garden 
centres can recommend 
suitable types for the size of the

pot and the area you have to 
cover. Clematis which build up 
a framework of branches, such 
as the early and mid-season 
hybrids, are the easiest to train, 
but take note of the height 
they’ll reach before investing. 

Good specimens for pots 
include C. ‘The President’, 
which has deep purple blue 
flowers from late spring to early 
autumn, growing to 3m (10ft) 
and C. ‘Edith’, which bears large 
white flowers and deep red 
anthers, growing to 2m (6ft). 

Some climbing annuals can 
provide a blaze of colour 
during the summer months, 
including black-eyed Susan 
(Thunbergia alata), which is 
perennial in its native Africa, 


but an annual here. Its stems 
wrap around supports to reach 
2.5m (8ft) and it produces 
pretty yellow or orange flowers 
with a chocolate eye from 
summer through to autumn. 
Put it in a sheltered spot, 
shaded from the hottest sun. 

If you have a sunny corner 
and you want a tropical feel to 
your patio, invest in the canary 
creeper (Tropaeolum 
peregrinum), which produces 
bright yellow flowers with large 
upper petals that look like a 
bird’s wings, it will flower all 
summer and can reach up to 
4m (13ft) tall. 

Of course, no obelisk would 
be complete without 
nasturtiums, those sizzling 
flowers in shades of acid 
yellow, orange and red, which 
can ideally be placed near the 
kitchen so you can add the 
peppery leaves and flowers to 
salads. Look for the climbing 
varieties such as T. majus ‘Jewel 
of Africa’ andT. majus ‘Tall 
Single Mixed’ to give you 
columns of colour all summer 
long. 

Other climbers which are 
ideal for containers include 


Morning Glory (Ipomoea 
tricolor), a half-hardy annual 
with large, trumpet-shaped 
flowers in blue or purple which 
will reach 1.5m (5ft) in a pot, 
Clematis ‘Evening Star’ and 
‘Kingfisher’, as well as 
Trachelospermum jasminoides 
‘Variegatum’, one of the best- 
scented white climbers, which 
bears showers of starry white 
flowers which turn cream as 
they age. 

When choosing a climber for 
the patio, select a container at 
least 45cm (18in) deep and 
wide. Plants always do better in 
larger pots. Bear in mind that 
one container thoughtfully 
positioned can serve as a focal 
point. It you want more than 
one pot, plant matching or 
toning plants in containers 
grouped around it, but not 
masking the climber itself. 
Make sure the grouped pots 
are similar in style and colour. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Astrantia 

These dainty-looking 
perennials, with basal clumps 
of divided foliage topped with 
small flowers, often whitish-

green or bluish-pink, grow to 
60cm (24in), an ideal height for 
the middle of a border. They’re 
extremely easy to grow in any 
soil in either sun or partial 
shade. Astrantias have soft, 
subtle colours which fit into 
most colour schemes. A. major 
‘Sunningdale Variegated’ 
contrasts well with the purple 
foliage of Viola labradorica in 
spring, while its white flowers 
make a cool companion 
against sizzling red crocosmias. 
Other good varieties include A. 
major involucrata ‘Shaggy’, 


which has white flowers with a 
collar of long petals, A. major 
‘Rubra’ with plum-coloured 
flowers and A. major ‘Claret’, 
one of the darkest-flowered 
astrantias, with deep, ruby red 
pincushion-like flowers with a 
ruff of longer bracts than many 
other varieties. Although it is an 
old cottage-garden favourite, 
this astrantia works equally 
well in contemporary-style 
plantings. Add plenty of 
organic matter to the soil 
before planting and don’t let 
them dry out.

SEAT’S latest class leader, 
the new Leon Ecomotive, 
made its UK debut this week 
and, with hundreds of 
orders already under its belt 
thanks to Seat UK’s largest 
single fleet deal to date - 500 
new Leon Ecomotives to 
British Gas - the omens 
already look pretty good for 
the super-frugal new 
Spaniard. 

Showcasing cutting edge 
engineering, including Seat’s use 
for the first time of Start/Stop 
technology and Brake Energy 
Recovery, the sleek new five- 
seater underlines the Spanish 
brand’s determination to make 
itself a leader in the area of 
environmentally responsible 
motoring. 

It’s perhaps no surprise, then, 
that the latest Leon sees its C02 
emissions slashed to just 
99g/km (the same as the original 
Ibiza Ecomotive) while its 
combined fuel economy figure 
of 74.3mpg gives the Leon a 
range of almost 900 miles 
between fill-ups. 

Even in town, with an official 
urban figure of 60.1 mpg, new 
Leon Ecomotive owners can look

refuelling stops. 

The Leon shares its place in 
the spotlight this week with 
other Ecomotive-badged 
newcomers as both the new 
Altea Ecomotive and Altea XL

Boasting the same powertrain 
as their slightly less capacious 
cousin, the Altea models do 
without the aerodynamic 
adjustments that help the Leon 
to its exceptional stats. As a result 
their economy and emissions 
figures can’t quite match the 
Leon’s - although 119g/km of 
C02 from both cars is hardly 
profligate. Combined fuel 
economy of 62.8mpg for both 
cars is not to be sniffed at, either. 


All three cars are available in 
both S and SE specifications, 
and all boast a dizzying array of 
standard equipment to give the 
lie to the idea that ‘economy’ 
and ‘luxury’ are somehow 
mutually exclusive. 

Air conditioning, stylish 16- 
inch alloys, one-shot electric 
windows all round, ESP, ABS, 
TSC, Hill Hold Control, tyre 
press monitoring, six-speaker 
stereo radio/CD with MP3 
compatibility and AUX-in - 
these are not the hallmarks of an 
‘economy’ car.

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YOU can’t beat personal 
experience - it’s the deciding 
factor for the majority of 
Britons when it comes to 
buying a used car. 

Most drivers rely on their own 
knowledge of the vehicle when it 
comes to doing the deal, research 
by British Car Auctions (BCA) 
reveals. 

“And if personal experience isn’t 
pushing you towards one car or 
another, then it seems we talk to 
family and friends above all else,” 
says BCA spokesman Tim Naylor. 

“This makes a lot of sense - after 
all, these are the people more 
likely than not to be driven in your 
used car. In fact, with 28 per cent 
saying it influences them, the 
advice of our nearest and dearest 
is seen as more important than a 
test drive (22 per cent),” Naylor 
adds. 

“Another growing area of 
influence is the internet. Which¬ 
ever way we use it, there is plenty 
of consumer advice, car forums, 
and product recommendation 
sites on the web, which is 
currently the fourth most 
influential factor according to our 
research.” 

Naylor points out that 17 per 
cent of drivers say the web 
influences their choice of used car: 
“To put that in perspective, the 
figure was just 10 per cent two 
years earlier.” 

But TV car shows have consider¬ 
ably less influence than they 
might hope,” states Naylor, “fust 6 
per cent in our poll said program¬ 
mes such as Top Gear and Driven 
influence the choice of used car. 
But even that figure is higher than 
that quoted for car TV advertise¬ 
ments, with just 5 per cent saying 
these influenced choice.” 

Meanwhile, the luxury end of 
the used car market could soon

see a rise in prices following one 
maker’s move to improve the kit 
on a new model, reckon the 
valuation experts at Glass’s Guide. 

The decision by BMW to make 
leather trim and Bluetooth 
connectivity standard on the new 
BMW 5 Series could signal a 
change in strategy for all premium 
brands which, in turn, will 
translate into higher used-car 
values, says Richard Crosthwaite, 
prestige-car editor at Glass’s. 

“The move by BMW to include 
these items of equipment as 
standard, with barely an increase 
in price over the outgoing model, 
is likely to prompt a similar move 
by rivals,” adds Crosthwaite. 

“The additional luxuries offered 
on the new 5-Series will be of great 
benefit when reselling the car, and 
it seems inevitable that BMW’s 
competitors will follow suit,” he 
concludes. 

Finally, second-hand car dealers 
who typically sell cars for between 
£7,000 to £8,000 have been badly 
hit by scrappage fall-out, says 
Used Car Expert magazine. 

“Thanks to the £2,000 trade-in 
initiative, dealers are now really 


struggling to find replacement 
stock at sensible prices,” says 
editor Matt Tumbridge. 

Tumbridge stresses that he has 
not yet seen a significant rise in 
prices across the board, but if the 
supply shortage continues, that 
will happen and the average 
motorist will be hit hard. 

“Many independent dealers 
blame scrappage because it has 
encouraged their usual type of 
buyer to consider offers from 
main dealers, even if their trade-in 
wasn’t old enough for the scheme. 

“Especially where manu¬ 
facturers, such as Nissan, ex¬ 
tended the discount deal to 
younger cars,” says Tumbridge. 

The 2009/early 2010 private 
new car sales conducted under 
scrappage will see those buyers 
hang on to their purchases for 
much longer than the usual two or 
three years, explains Tumbridge, 
so he predicts that the worst used 
car supply shortage is yet to come.

The foundation for the success 
was a four-under-par 68 in the third 
round, but the key to the victory was 
his solid, steady golf, which saw him 
find nearly every fairway and green. 

Jarvis was a terrier in the final 
round, snapping at the heels of 
Yearn, but, despite the 
championship only being put to bed 
on the penultimate hole, it was an 
opening-round 74 that proved the 
Gog Magog's player’s undoing. 

Yearn’s hold on his title seldom 
looked in doubt as he was 
consistently straight down the 
course, as although Jarvis’ short 
game was superb - helping him to 
two rounds of 69 on the second day 
- he constantly struggled to find the 
fairway from the tee, going all over 
the course. 

The closest the pair came 
together was at the 13th in the final 
round, when Yearn three putted, but 
at the 14th, Jarvis was among the 
trees with his tee shot and ended up 
bogeying the hole. 

So Yearn, the most successful 
player in the history of the county 
championship, made it three wins 
in a row - after his victories at Ely in 
2008 and Bourn in 2009. 

“I had a plan and I just stuck to 


it,” said Yearn. “All these lads were 
whacking it 300 yards, and I wasn’t 
going to get drawn into it. 

“My iron game normally sees me 
through. 

“It was shocking on Saturday 
morning, but I putted great and as it 
went on just improved. 

“I felt really good out there. 

“I just stuck to my gameplan and 
didn’t stray at all, so I was really 
pleased. 

“I always thought I had the edge 
but when I thought I was going to be 
four or five shots away, Steve kept 


coming back. He played great in the 
end.” 

He added: “I want to get 10, then 
I’ve had enough. 

“I wanted to do three in a row, and 
I’ve done that now, and I want to do 
10, so if I can get 10 then I will be 
really happy and they won’t have to 
worry about me.” 

Yearn had considered quitting the 
sport during the off-season. 

“I had a break during the winter 
as I was fed up with it, and thought 
about not playing, then I decided to 
carry on,” he said. 


“I started practising again in 
March and had to change my golf 
clubs. 

“I had a new set, but they were 
giving me tennis elbow and I went 
back to the old ones. 

“It was not perfect, but I knew 
what I was going to do. 

“I knew where my bad shots were 
going to be, so I could just play away 
from them if there was any trouble. 

“I did not get drawn into a 
slogging match.” 

Elton Furze’s Ed Conduit was 
third on countback from the Links’ 


Toby Crisp, who won the January 
Cup for the lowest handicap score 
on the first day, after rounds of 73 
and 70. 

And the team trophy went to 
Elton Furze’s Adam Pike, Conduit, 
Jody Greenall and Matthew 
Whitwell.

Dubi chases Celtic chance 


S0HAM Town Rangers starlet Dubi 
Ogbonna could be heading north of 
the border in a bid to secure a dream 
move to Scottish giants Celtic. 

The 18-year-old striker (right) is 
attracting interest from the former 
European Cup winners after 
impressing in trials held at 
Manchester United’s Old Trafford 
stadium. And the former Histon 
youngster, who scored 20 goals in his 
first season for the Zamaretto League, 
Division One Midlands side, is also 
being tracked by the Bhoys’ 
Clydesdale Bank Scottish Premier 
League rivals Aberdeen. 

“There’s a bit of interest in Dubi 
from Celtic and Aberdeen,” said 
Soham manager Ian Benjamin. “He’s 
had a few trial games and caught 
people’s eyes, so he probably could 
go up to one of those clubs on trial in 
pre-season. If he does get the 
opportunity then it will be a reflection 


of how much he improved with us 
last season. You don’t score 20 goals 
at our level as a young lad that’s 
never played men’s football before if 
you’re not a good player.” 

The boss has already moved to 
bolster his attacking options by 
snapping up former Soham loanee 
Shawn Richards after he was 
released by Rugby. 

The ex-Northampton winger had a 
short spell at Julius Martin Lane at the 
back end of the 2008-09 season, and 
Benjamin said: “We were all 
impressed with Shawn when we had 
him on loan and he’s a great lad,” 
said Benjamin. “I was always going to 
be interested in him if he became 
available.” 

Midfielder Michael Simpson and 
defender Martin Bromwich could 
miss much of Soham’s pre-season 
campaign through injury.
